TRUST FUNDS. 


Herewith is a statement of trust funds now in our possession and 
the disposition which has been made of the same. 


THE COL. THOMAS NESMITH FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town and six per cent. 
interest to be paid annually for the purchase of books for the Nesmith 
Library. It is invested in the Town of Windham. This fund was 
given in May, 1871. 

GEORGE WILSON FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town, and the income to be 
expended in beautifying and fertilizing the cemetery on the hill. It 
is deposited in the Mechanics Bank, Nashua. This fund was given 
Jan. 21st, 1893. In about three months after the deposit was made 
the bank was put into the hands of a receiver. The bank has paid 
two dividends of fifteen per cent. each, the balance still remaining in 
the bank, with prospect of a small dividend inthe future. Mr. Wilson 
kindly supplements his gift by sending his check of five hundred 
dollars, to make good to the town the possible loss on the deposit. 
It is invested in the town of Windham. This check was received May 
Ist, 1896. 

; DORA HASELTINE, FUND. 

Five hundred dollars was given to the town, ahd six per cent. 
interest to be paid annually in the care of the cemetery on the plain. 
It is invested in the town of Windham. ‘This fund was given May rst, 
1896. 

ARMSTRONG MEMORIAL FUND. 

One thousand dollars was given to the town by George W. Arm- 
strong, and accepted at a special town meeting, beld Sept. zoth, 1899, 
the income of which is to be used in keeping the ‘Armstrong 
Memorial Building”’ in good repair. 

This fund was left in the hands of the trustees of the ‘‘Armstrong 
Memorial Building” to invest as they saw fit, and they, acting upon a 
suggestion of the donor, have purchased five (5) shares of the capital 


ar 
stock of the Pullman Car Company at 189 1-2, paying a commission 
of $1.25 for the purchase, leaving a balance of $51.25 now in the 
hands of the trustees unexpended. One quarterly dividend of $10 
has already been received from this investment and _ satisfactory 
results are promised for the future.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMORIAL TABLETS 


At the last annual meeting the undersigned were chosen a 
committee to procure and place in the Library Building suit- 
able tablets bearing the names of the men of this town who 
were engaged in the several wars of our country, and the 
town appropriated the sum of $400 for the purpose. 

After consulting with marble workers in Lowell, Nashua, 
Manchester and Concord, the committee awarded the con- 
tract to Fuller & Winslow of Nashua, who, for $330, fur- 
nished and put in position six tablets of Italian marble, 
bearing, in gilt letters, the names of 249 soldiers, 44 of 
whom were in the French and Indian wars; 133 in the Re- 
volution, 28 in the war of 1812, 1 in the Mexican war, and 
43 in the war of the Rebellion. 

The tablets were placed in position in season to be dedi- 
cated with appropriate exercises on Memorial Day, May 30.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ANTIQUARIAN 
PORE (Cie hase 


At a special town meeting held Sept. 20, the undersigned 
were chosen a committee to solicit and collect articles of his- 
toric and antiquarian interest, to be preserved by the town. 
We have accomplished something, and desire the approval of 
the town to continue the work. We have already deposited 
in the Armstrong Memorial Building the following books: 

A copy of a very rare book donated by J. A. Park, en- 
titled ‘‘Forma Sacra,” published in 1774 by Rev. Simon 
Williams of this town and containing lsts of names of sub- 
scribers -in Windham and other towns. ‘Twelve books 
which belonged to the old ‘*‘Windham Library,” which was 
established in 1806 and existed until May 4, 1860, when its 
books were sold at auction. These were donated by W. L. 
Emerson, W. S. Harris, L. A. Morrison, and Mrs. Milner. 
Several of them were among the first books in that early 
library, and were printed before 1800. 

The remaining books and cases of the ‘*School District 
Libraries,” given in 1839 by Hon. John Nesmith of Lowell. 

Only in districts No. 2 and 6 were any remnants of these 
libraries found, and many will regret that it is not now 
possible to make one complete set of the 50 books which, 60 
years ago, were presented to each of the six school districts. 
With them we have placed the remaining books of a set of 
20 volumes, added by subscription in 1856. One _ book, 
donated by James Barker, which belonged to the ‘*‘Windham 
Social Library,” established by subscription in 1852 and 
destroyed by fire four years later. . 

A partial canvass of the town has been made, sufficient to 
show that a large number of antiquities and relics connected 
with the early history and inhabitants of this town would be 
available if a room could be provided suitable to contain 
them. Such articles, illustrative of the lives of our ancestors, 
as spinning wheels, reels, wooden-mouldboard plow, and 
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the old stone hand-mill on the A. A. Morrison place, which 
was used by the first settlers to grind corn, ought not to be 
allowed to be destroyed or removed from town. 

Your committee, however, does not, at this time, ask the 
town to do any more than authorize us to place in the read- 
ing room of the library building one or two small cabinets 
and appropriate a sum not exceeding $25 for the purpose. 
These would take up no space otherwise needed, would be 
an ornament to the room, and would be sufficient to contain a 
number of ancient books and small articles of interest, of 
which the following are a few samples of the many which we 
have found available: 

Flax-comb, marked 1776, which belonged to J. A. Park’s 
great-grandfather; cane of G. F. Armstrong’s great-grand- 
father; copy-book of the ‘‘Rustic Bard”; copy-book of 
Joseph Park, Sr., 1785; pitch-pipe of same; Aimstrong 
bonnet, over 70 years old; spice mortar used in town 110 
years ago; stock of gun carried by a Pelham soldier at 
Burgoyne’s surrender, 1777; Bible of Robert Park, the 
immigrant, printed 1698; old New England Premier, and 
many other ancient books and manuscripts. 

Many valuable relics have been sold or given away and 
removed from town; more have been burned or otherwise 
destroyed. We hope the town will see the importance of 
gathering up at least a few of the smaller and more orna- 
mental articles before it is too late, and placing them where 
they will be objects of interest to every visitor to the library, 
and be preserved to the future. The pecuniary and educa- 
tional value of such a collection is sure toincrease with every 
passing year.

In giving you a house for your library, I have put on you 
a tax which may seem heavy to some of you, that is caring 
for it. I propose to add to my gift one thousand dollars 
($1000) to keep the building in repair, that is the interest on 
that amount to be spent in keeping the building in good or- 
der. Should there be any of the interest money left, it may 
be spent for lighting, heating, or such use as the Trustees 
may see proper. It is my wish that the Memorial Hall be 
at the disposal of any of the men or women of the town who 
may wish to use it for social affairs, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees.

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At a special town meeting held on Wednesday, Sept. 20, 
1899, the above offer was gratefully accepted. 

Another gracious act of Mr. Armstrong’s, was to secure a 
picture of the founder of the library, Col. Thomas Nesmith, 
and present it (suitably framed) to the town. ‘The picture 
has found its appropriate place in the Reading Room. We 
are still further indebted to Mr. Armstrong for the gift of 13 
books, including nearly the whole of .Kipling’s works. An- 
other pleasant surprise for the Trustees was the gift of $50 
by Mrs. Nancy G. Blaisdell, of Haverhill, Mass., by which 
38 new. books were added to the library. For Harper’s 
Monthly Magazine we are indebted to Mrs. Martha L. An- 
derson, who has furnished them during the past two years. 

To all of the above, and to those who have furnished the 
communications mentioned in Librarian’s report, we return 
hearty thanks. 

We are glad to note that there has been a decided increase. 
inthe number of books circulated during the past year—479 
more than in the previous year. ‘This may be partly ex- 
plained by the fact that the library was-open on Wednesdays 
during the months of May, June, July, August and Septem- 
ber, as well as at the usual time on Saturday P. M. We think 





it clearly indicates an increased interest in the hbrary, which 
we trust will become more marked as the value ot the insti- 
tution is better known and appreciated. The patrons of the 
library will kindly receive a word of caution, which we are 
constrained to make because of complaints which have come 
to us; and that is against marking the books. Marking is a 
good plan if the'book is your own and you wish to empha- 
size your impressions for future reference; but it is an ex- 
ceedingly bad plan to mark other people’s books, and still 
worse when those books are public property. Such marking 
not only disfigures the book, but interferes with the comfort 
of the new reader who cares nothing about your impressions 
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and wishes to be left entirely free with a clean book to re- 
ceive his own as he reads, without any hint or suggestion 
from any one. 

‘The new librarian, Mrs. Josie B. Nesmith, has rendered 
effective service, and we have reason to believe that she is 
steadily growing in favor with the patrons of the library.
